$200,000 FIRE IN COLUMBIA
Kntire City llliicK in llenrt of lliixliir.iHDistrict Ih Tlirenteued.
Columbia. S. C, April l.r>.- Firewhyjeh raged for nearly four hours inthe early morning to-day caused dam¬

age estimated at $200,000 and threat¬ened :in entire elly block In the heartof the business district.
The Columbia Hotel, which had beencloser! for repairs, was practically de¬stroyed. witji all furnishings Thelarge hardware anil grocery store ofLorick & Lowrance also were burned.The stove's stock contained aquantity of dynamite, powder andthousands of rounds of cartridges, hosall explosives were removed safely be¬fore the flames reached them.
Several employes of the hotel, asleepIn the upper "floors, escaped in theirnight clothing. M. H. Jones, railwayticket auditor, who also was sleepingin the hotel, jumped from a windowon the second floor when flames barredhis escape by tho stairway. Ho wasslightly injured. The origin of tholire is unknown.
